The second princtple sounds good; but some learned person 
once said about a book: “this book contains some things that are 
good and some things that are new; but the new are not good, and 
the good are not new.” With a little change we could apply this 
to the Rabbi's second principle. What is good is not at all new— 
indeed, there is nothing new in it at all. The present Christian, as 
well as Jewish, conception of God, makes Him the Omnipotent, 
the Creator, the Ruler, the All-Wise, the All-Perfect. It would be 
rather hard for Idealism to go further. In fact, there is only one 
place where the Ideal is fully realized in the Real: that is in God. 
God is Real. He absorbs every great and beautiful Ideal, no matter 
how great and beautiful it may be—absorbs it in the clouds of His 
Infinity of beauty and greatness. Can the Rabbi offer us anything 
better than this? 

The third principle brings in the Sabbath Day. It is a pitiful 
offering for a new religion; not because it is not good, but because 
we have had it for six thousand years. It is like carrying coals to 
Newcastle. ’ 

The Rabbi's feast idea for days, which would substitute National 
holidays for religious ones, is only going back to the idea that 
gave us holidays of any kind. Holidays always biended religion 
and patriotism in the reasons for their existence. At least in every 
Christian country and under the Jewish law. We began to make 
divisions when we began to get irreliglous. The fact is that pat- 
riotism is a “by-product” of religion. Every movement to minimize 
the influence of religion, or to supplant it, is outspokenly anti- 
patriotic. 

For example, Socialism is international in its aims. The com- 
ing of its “Universal Empire” would mean the casting down of all 
national barriers, and substituting for mational patriotism that 
vague and impossible dream called world patriotism. There is no 
room for the Stars and Stripes in a “United Republic of the 
Worlkd;” so if you drive religion out of your holidays, you begin 
to drive your holidays out of existence. Bven Decoration Day, 
which the old soldier wants so badly to keep as a semi-religious 
and patriotic holiday, he finds is getting away from him; for in. 
the confusion of baseball, picnics, parades and drink, the old soldier 
finds himself alone in the crowd, hugging his ideals to his breast

Why, man! In ten minutes’ 
walk you may see a score of peo- 
ple worse off than you. And here 
you are digging your own grave 
and playing pall-bearer into the 
bargain. Think the matter over 
and see if you cannot find some 
way of making life better for your- 
self and those around you.
